Re: Confirmation of Approval of Permit Amendment, Wet Magnetic Separation Process
of Iron Ore Fines, Iron Mountain Mine, M/021/008, Iron County, Utah

On May 15, 1989, the Division received a telefaxed letter from you concerning a
previous approval for a permit revision application. This letter is forwarded to confirm
receipt of your letter and the previous Division approval for this permit amendment.

On June 17, 1986, Geneva Steel filed a permit revision to the initial Iron Mountain
mine permit application proposing the wet magnetic separation process for the
stockpiled iron ore/clay fines. Minor corrections and clarifications were received by the
Division on June 20, 1986 to this amendment. This amendment was tentatively
approved as part of the overall permit application for the Iron Mountain mine on June
30, 1986. Mining operations were suspended at the minesite shorily thereafter. The
iron fines separation process was "tested" only briefly prior to mine suspension.

Pursuant to your May 15, 1989 letter, Geneva Steel now wishes to resume full
scale processing of the stockpiled iron ore fines at the Iron Mountain minesite. The
same separation process will be utilized as previously permitted, with the exception that
the process water will be returned to the Blowout Pit instead of the Blackhawk Pit. The
Division considers this an insignificant change to the approved plan.
